THE FRANKLIN INSTITUTE.
Merton's Elector Condenser-The Sceretary’s
Keport.

A stated meocting of the ranklin Institute
was held last evenlng, which was of very gread
intercst. Mr. James XNuopier, from Glasgow,
described Morton's ejector condenser for steam
engines, ns8 followe:—This new condenser wa,
invented by Mr, Alexander Morton, of Glasgow
It is similar in prineiple and construction to the
Giffard Injector, now commonly used for fesd-
ing boilers, The Inventor, while experimenting
on one of the Injectors, di<covered that the
steam In an engine lifter forcing its piston to the
end of the eylinder bad suflicient encrgy left to
take iteelf and any air with which It mighs be
combined out of r.%m evilnder without the aid of
@ pump, end produce a vacuum egnal to that by
the beit air pump and condenser of the ordinary
wousiruetion,

Heveral of them, we understand, are working
satlsfactorlly in the nelghborhood of Glasgow,
Manchester, and elsewhore, nnd Messrs. Den
pistown & Co., of New York, who have the dis-
posal of the Amerlcan patenis, have, with the
